Russian Ultimatum Gives 
‘Only Basis for Armistice’ 


LONDON, Friday, Aug. 25.—(#)—Russia called upon Romania 
today to send her armies against the Germans “hand in hand with the 
Red army for the liberation of Romania” and fixed this as the price 


of an armistice with the Allies. 


In the first official reply fromsby the British and American gov- 


an Allied government to Roma- 
nia’s announced decision to accept 
Allied peace terms, the Soviet gov- 
ernment said that if the Romanian 
troops stopped fighting the Rus- 
sians and turned on the Germans, 
“or against the ns for the 
liberation of Transylvania,” then 
the Red army “will not disarm 
them, will keep completely intact 
for them their entire equipment, 
oa help them in this honorable 
ty.” | 

Russia disavowed entirely any 
desire to acquire Romanian terri- 
tory in the statement, issued by 
the peoples’ commissariat for for- 
eign affairs and broadcast by the 
Moscow radio. 

PLAIN ANSWER 

The statement, recorded by the 
Soviet monitor, contained no di- 
rect reference to the proclamation 
by King Mihai, of Romania, on 
Wednesday, but it answered the 
youthful monarch plainly by: de- 
elaring: 

“The assistance of the Roma- 
nian troops to the Red army troops 
in the task of liquidating the Ger- 
man troops is the only means of 
speedy discontinuation of military 
operations on Romanian territory, 
and of the conclusion of an armi- 
stice between Romania and the 
coalition of the Allies.” 

In effect this meant that, de- 
spite’ King Mihai’s proclamation, 
a state of war continues to exist 
between Romania and Russia, 
Great Britain and the United 
States.

The Chicago Tribune was the first newspaper to register in my 
mind. That this happened eight miles from a postoffice, onthe front 
porch of a farm house in Tennessee, when I was a child of about eight 
or nine, is perhaps old. But I recall it, well enough. 


It must have been a Sunday aft- 
ernoon. An old country doctor was 
there, among others, and the min- 
ister. I recall stopping my game, 
whatever it was, because the old 
doctor angrily was reading out 
loud from a newspaper. 
seemed unusual. I had not seen a 
group of persons listening to an- 
other person read to them. 

When the doctor had finished 
there was a silence and the min- 
ister said. “God have mercy on the 
Chicago Tribune for its sins.”

In the years that followed until 
this day I have heard many per- 
sons mention the Chicago Tribune, 
but never another to ask God’s 
mercy on it. For many years it 
seemed to, and in fact did, hate 
the south. It took a great and ma- 
licious pleasure in playing up out 
of all proportion southern crimes. 
There often was less of truth than 
fiction in the stories and the edi- 
torials which at times accom-

An interview, arranged for 
the next day, had to be hurriedly 
set for the evening before. 
Waiting for him to arrive, as per 
his arrangement, some of us wait- 
ing were curious about him. He is 
snathema to millions, but millions 
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more know him and believe in 
him. To a Democrat from Atlanta, 
Georgia, and a believer in some 
form of postwar association of na- 
tions designed to prevent, by force, 
aggression by any nation in the 
world, he is a fabulous and rather 
fearful character. ' 

About him and the Tribune 
Tower have swirled, and now 
swirl, many a controversy in 
which powerful emotions are 
caught up; a constant eddying of 
controversial..clouds of fire in 
which there lightning flashes 
of hate and fear and the clashing 
of partisan swords, 

It is no Ivory Tower, this tewer 
of the Tribune. — 

There was not time for a long 
interview._ There were a few 
things I wahted to ask. The rest 
of the asking must wait for an- 
other time. 

He came, on the hour. He is 
i charming, quick with rep- 


HOW DIXIE FEELS 


I told him of how the south 
felt about the Tribune; that for 
three-quarters of a century it had 
rown barbs into the already 
scarred hide of the south, 

He nodded. 

His grandfather, Joseph Medill, 

ublisher of the Tribune, he said, 
ad lost three brothers in the Civil 


‘War and “the iron entered into 


his soul.” Joseph Medill said many 
harsh things aboyt the south. One 
will do as a sample. He refe 
to it as “a frog pond.” ; 

The iron entered a great many 
souls, of course. Hf it were to 
make, as it did, the great and vic- 
torious Joe Medill bitter and vin- 
dictive, it is not strange that it 
was to make, as it did, many 
wounds in the conquered and op- 
pressed south which have not 
healed to this good day. 

When he began talking, those 
from the south who listened had 
an immediate thought. It was that 
one needed but to switch this 
man’s geography, both as to locale 
and subject, and he would sound 
very much as a southern crusader 
feels in the south. 

The colonel sounded almost ex- 
actly like any one of a half dozen 
men whose voices are familiar on 
and in behalf of, the southern 
problems. 

He was talking about the mid- 
dle west. He denounced absentee 
ownership. He called off rapidly, 
numbering them on his fingers, 
the big corporations loca in 
Chicago which now are becoming 
locally owned. Most of them still 
are‘ not. ee a 
OUR PROBLEM, TOO ~- ~*~ 

In the south we talk and pro- 
test and seek ways and means to 
prevent our “added value” profits 
from going off to New York. The 
south impatiently watches many 
of its best men and most of its in- 
come go off to New York. 

The south knows that at least 
50 per cent, and often more, of its 
bank deposits are controlled from 
the east and are owned there. 
The south knows that its coal 
mines, oil fields, salt, sulphur, rail- 
ways, its utility systems and’ many 
other of its resources and institu- 
tions all are owned by persons 
generally lumped under the words 
“New York.” 

The colonel] talked so about his 
middle west. He spoke of the fact 
that all news headquarters are in 
New York, all financial controls, 
all the magazines, all the\enter- 
tainment, all the great, vast inter- 


jlocking controls of corporation 


wealth and influence are located 
in New York. 

It is the same wall against 
which southern thought and effort 
have broken their lances and, 
more lately, blunted what few 
bulldozers they have. The breach. 
es are small, but they are there. 

The colonel feels that he has 
taken an outpost or so and broken 
a real breach in the wall insofar 
as the middle west is concerned. 

But still, it has him beaten and 
he doesn’t like it. 

The middle west is the colonel’s 
battleground. Sometimes ‘I think 
that when he looks out from his 
tower upon the United States, 
which he in his fashion genuinely 
loves, he sees in sharp focus only 
the middle west. The east is 
merely a region where there is a 
large fire-breathing dragon in a 
cave called “New York” which 
some day he will slay. 


NEAR-SIGHTED 

As for the rest of the country 
it becomes dim as he looks. The 
west is a great arid place where 
too often much money is spent 
to build great dams which ought 
properly to be built in the middle 
west, preferably near Chicago. So, 
the colonel distresses these vague 
and distant people in the west by 
raising unshirted hell about the 
government spending money on 
their dams. If public money is to 
be spent let it be spent where it 
will do some goqgd—in the middle 
west. 

The south is filled with heat 
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and Democrats, and, I think, the 
colonel feels curious about it. The 
colonel has never had, I am sure, 
a single question from his con- 
science, But it is possible he may 
have the slightest of twinges, now 
and then, with the south as the 
source of the twinge. The Tribune 
has dealt harshly with the south 
and the south has not fought back 
well enough: And perhaps Joseph 
Medill was a little too harsh. 


One of the questions I asked 
Col. McCormick was what he 
would do if. he were running a 
newspaper in the south. He an- 
swered without hesitation that he 
would immediately begin to attack 
all interests which kept the south 
in a position of economic peonage. 
“Don’t worry about advertising,” 
he said. “Let the people see you 
fight and they will stay with your 
paper and the advertisers will 
stay with you, too, even though 
you may step on their toes.” He 
Was generous enough to say that 
one reason The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion was nationally known and re- 
spected was because it had been, 
and was, a paper which fought for 
the interests of the people in its 
state and the south, 

RACE QUESTION 

As for the Negro problem, he 
knew immediately what he would 
do if he were running a southern 
newspaper, Oddly enough, his po- 
sition was exactly that of the sev- 
eral newspapers in the south 
which have the forthrightness. to 
discuss the subject without passion 
and intolerance. He would seék 
decent housing, equal educational 

cilities, equal pay for equal 

ork, adequate health facilities, 


**<}and he would denounce those dem- 


agogues who sought to inject the 
social equality issue into what, to 
him, should be a readily accepted 
plan. Also, he would let them vote. 

‘There was war in the news as 
we talked, and the question turn- 
ed to the postwar era. The colo- 
nel is, of course, isolationist. Not 
only is he isolationist but he is, 
from his tower of power and his 
natural assumption that he is 
right, somewhat contemptuous of 
those who consider necessary post- 
war alliances designed to prevent 
war. 

i He sees the ambitions and de- 
signs of foreign powers as inevit- 
ably inimical to the United States. 
He actively dislikes and distrusts 
England and he is suspicious of 
Russia. China he sees as a play- 
ground for Russia and he would 
have us stay out of it all. 

I think he would revise Teddy 
Roosevelt’s famous statement about 
our diplomatic policy to read 
“Walk ‘loudly and carry a very 
large stick.” 

I knew something of the Trib- 
une’s history from its own publi- 
cations and from experience. But 
years before I had met Colone! 
McCormick I had learned best 
about the Tribune and its motivat- 
ing personalities through the pages 
of Carl Sandburg’s “Lincoln—the 
War Years.” I thought of this his- 
tory and tried to integrate it with 
the man, 


LIVES IN TOWER 


As he talked one got the idea 
that here was a man who did live 
in a tower—not merely the Trib- 
une tower—but the tall tower of a 
mental attitude from which he 
could direct the fight or from 
which he quickly might descend, 
mount his charger, and entef into 
the fray. 

He is a man who always has 
known power, and so he talks and 
One felt that 
he never had any doubts, that he 


never once entertained the slight- 
est question as to the correctness 
of any one. of his positions. 

I thought, as he talked, of that 
poem “Cynara” by Ernest Dowson 
which every college freshman 
memorizes, and the line, “I have 
been faithful to thee, Cynara, in 
my fashion.” 

The Colonel is faithful, in his 
fashion. His enemies will decry it, 
but I quite honestly believe him 
utterly sincere. I join in deploring 
many of his positions, but he is 
honest in them and if there is a 
sound of axes being ground they 
are but axes he believes needed 
for the middle west. Not for Col, 
McCormick. 

His enemies will shout me down, 
but the Colonel, in his tower, his 
hand ready for his suit of armor 
and his sword, has his eyes on the 
stars. There are fists shaken be- 
neath his tower and all over Amer- 
ica millions of men and women 
think of him as upholding ideas 
most dangerous to the future of 
this country and the world, But 
the Colonel has never questioned 
the decisions of Col. Robert R. Mc- 
Cormick and he sees no reason to 
change. 

DESCENDS TO FIGHT 

When he descends from his tow- 
er to fight he fights as one might 
expect him to fight. He and the 
newspaper always have fought, 
The newspaper was fighting back 
in the days when Joseph Medill 
was running it, the Colonel's 

andfather. There is a lot in the 

olonel’s life which was fitted 
into.the pattern of the past. 
. The Tribune and its publishers, | 
Medill and McCormick, always 
have fought. But they fought fron- 
tier style, without benefit of the 
Marquis of Queensberry. That is 
to say they gouged, butted and 
kneed in the clinches and, when 
they could, put leaf lead under 
the hand bandages. They early 
adopted the old Testament ring 
rules of an eye for an eye and a 
tooth for a tooth. 

I said to Col. McCormick, who 
quite generously had put himself 
on the spot, it was generally be- 
lieved the Tribune used every 
weapon at its command when in 
a fight. That is to say, it used its 
news columns in editorial fashion 
and played the news out of all 
proportion to news values if it 
would help in the fight. 

As exhibit A, I pointed to an 
early edition of that day’s Tribune. 
Great things were happening in 
the world. Tremendous évents 
were unfolding. But the lone rib- 
bon on the Tribune informed its 
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readers that the Texas delegation 
had gone over to Byrd of Virginia. 


The colonel dislikes Mr. Roose- 
velt and the Democratic party. In- 
deed, the two are almost a phobia 
with him. He and his paper were 
engaged in a fight to do all the 
damage possible to Mr. Roosevelt 
and the convention. They wished 
to create all possible strife, doubt 
and confusion. They hoped that 
the revolt of the Texans might be 
one about which there might gath- 
er a real revolution which would 
split the party. 


SKILLFUL AND RUTHLESS 


And so, skillfully, and quite 
ruthlessly, the Tribune played the 
story with editorials, news col- 
umns and cartoons. During the 
convention there were front-page 
stories and top-head stories in the 
better inside pages which were 
built on the flimsiest sort of facts. 
They were all calculated to hurt 
the party and the convention. Ob- 
viously no effort was made to 
judge them on any known stand- 
ard of news values. The colonel 
was fighting and he was throwing 
everything handy. Now and then 
I think he slipped on a pair of 
brass knucks. 


He thought a while and said, 
“Yes, certainly, we do use every 
weapon we can find. My one rule 
is never to print anything obvious- 
ly untrue,. That is what I tell my 
editors.” 

It is a good loose rule, and a 
convenient one, too. And it makes 
a good pair of journalistic brass 
knucks in a newspaper fight. 


There is a historical and psycho- 
logical background for this custom. 


It is just possible the colonel is 
a hero worshiper with Joseph Me- 
dill as his chief hero. Certainly 
one may not read the history of 
Joseph Medill without seeing how 
tremendously he and his writings 
and thinkings influenced the man 
who now publishes the Tribune. 
It is, to the reader of the Tribune’s 
history, that this past editorial of 
Joseph Méedill’s influenced the 
young McCormick when he was in 
Europe with his father, who was 
ambassador to Austria-Hungary, 
Russia and France, 


Medill wrote, in 1863, in a letter 
to a brother, soon to be killed in 
battle: 

“There is a great, grand and glo- 
rious future to our couhtry when 
the slaveholders’ hellish revolt is 
crushed out; there will. never be 
another rebellion. Emigration from 
Europe is already pouring into 
New York at the rate of 1,000 a 
day, which will fill up the gap 
made by the war in our labor pop- 
ulation.” He could see 500,000 emi- 
grants a year entering northern

Dulles, Hull Continue Talks; 
Now Discussing World Court 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—(?)—’' 
Indicating progress has been made 
toward a bipartisan agreement on 
American participation in a world 
security organization, John Foster 
Dulles said tonight he would con- 
tinue conferences with Secretary 
of State Hull “to be sure we have 
a meeting of minds and a clear 
program agreed on.” 

Dulles, who is foreign affairs 
adviser to Republican Presidential 
Nominee Thomas Dewey, held his 
second two-hour session with the 
secretary today exchanging views 
on international affairs. He told 
reporters afterward that the un- 
precedented conversations would 
take place for a third time tomor- 
row morning at 11:30 o’clock. 

Dewey’s representative was 
asked if difficulties had arisen 
which necessitated continuing the 


talks. 
“SOMETHING NOVEL” 

“We are trying to do something 
rather novel in American political 
life,” he replied. “We are break- 
ing new ground and moving slow- 
ly and carefully.” 

Dulles added that the talks are 
taking longer than he first thought 
they would because “we have got 
a lot of things to cover.” 

The issue of secrecy surrounding 
the Dumbarton Oaks world secu- 
rity conference threatened to over- 
shadow the — three-power talks 
themselves tonight as Undersecre- 
tary of State Stettinius, chief 
American delegate, told corre 
spondents he will consult with 
Russian and British delegates to 
see if “something cannot be 


- worked out.” 


Stettinius made his statement 
after receiving a protest from cor- 
respondents over the _ skeleton 
communiques which have been 
issued thus far, reporting only me- 


ICAL CO. 
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chanical aspects of the meeting. 

Later he went to the White 
House, accompanied by four mem- 
bers of the American delegation, 
but declined to say whether he had 
taken up with President Roosevelt 
the policy of withholding all de- 
tails of the American-British- 
Russian conversations on estab- 
lishment of ‘a world peace agency. 
COMMUNIQUE ISSUED 

Late in the afternoon Michael 
J. McDermott, press spokesman 
for the conversations, released a 
four-line communique which indi- 
cated that detailed discussions had 
begun on proposals for an inter- 
national court. 

The communique read: 

“The subcommittee on interna- 

tional organization continued its 
discussions at a meeting this morn- 
ing. 
“The legal subcommittee met 
this afternoon and began its dis- 
cussions on the subject of an in- 
ternational court.” 

While the conferees went ahead 
with their work behind Dumbar- 
ton Oaks’ guarded gates, John Fos- 
ter Dulles held a second meeting 
with Secretary of State Hull seek- 
ing to work out bipartisan co-oper- 
ation on American participation 
in a security organization. 
COMMUNIQUES PROMISED 

Stettinius promised press com- 
muniques on the progress of the 
present talks periodically “insofar 
as these will not interfere with 
smooth and rapid progress toward 
agreed recommendations regarding 
an international security organiza- 
tion.” 

Both Sir Alexander Cadogan, 
head of the British delegation, and 
Ambassador Andrei Gromyko, 
head of the Russian group, ex- 
pressed their agreement with 
Stettinius’ statement emphasizing 
the informal nature of the Dum- 
barton Oaks talks and the need 
for “the fullest and most free ex- 
change of viewpoints among the 
conferees. 

On Capito! Hill, China’s finance 
minister, Dr. H. H. Kung, told the 
senate that his government “whole- 
heartedly supports the policies of 
the United States” in all matters 
of international co-operation.

Is History Repeating? 

What veterans now speak of as “The Little World War” began 
in the Balkans and ended there. 

Franz Ferdinand, hardly worth the powder and shot that 
killed him at Sarajevo, suppliéd the corpse that supplied the 
issue to touch off the war that had been waiting a spark. 

It was the collapse of Bulgaria which sent the German generals 
to the Kaiser with word that peace had to be made. 

This war had its beginnings in the Danube basin when Hitler 
took Austria and moved on, full of scorn for the decadent democ- 
racies, to Czechoslovakia. 

Now Romania is out of the war, Hungary soon will be and 
Bulgaria, under Axis domination, but not actually in the war, may 
join with the Allies. — 

Two Russian armies are driving hard against the Germans in 
the east. In France the original American and Allied invasion 
continues into Paris and beyond it. The Germans are defeated in 
France. Where they will rally they probably do not themselves 
know. 

The second invasion, from the south, continues up toward 
Paris along the route which the famous Marseillais took in July, 
1792, when they dragged their cannon by hand all the way to 
Paris to see what the light-headed Parisians were going to do 
about Louis XVI. 

It, too, goes well. 

The Germans must decide where to try and make a stand. 
They have fortifications at their borders. The famous Siegfried 
line still stands. But it does not offer the comfort it once provided. 

The crack has come in Romania. | 

It now-remains to be seen if history repeats itself—and if so 
how long will the repetition require?

Romania Is a Nation 


Of Little Integrity 


Probably no nation in all Europe has been so 
cruelly exploited and politically manipulated as 
Romania, which now has come in on the side of 
the Allies. This decision was made by politicians 
about the young King. 


In Mexico City, the exiled parasite King Carol, and his mistress, 
hail the decision with joy. They are hopeful of resuming the job 
of parasiting in Romania. 


Always corrupt, the nation is one in which the degenerate ruling 
class lives at the top and a miserable peasant class at the bottom. 
There is no middle ground. 


Corrupt officials; a perfumed officer set of the army, which wore 
corsets as part of théir uniform so that their figures might be very 
military indeed; graft which descended to the purchase of railway 
tickets where a tip was necessary to get a reserved seat; a licentious 
court, all are a part of the story of Romania. 

There were many. jokes about Romania. 

“Romania is not a nationality. It is a profession.” 

“Mania is a word meaning madness. Kleptomania means a 


person afflicted with a madness to steal. Romania means a nation 
afflicted with a madness to steal.” 


Primitive, illiterate, poor except for the top froth which were 
rich from oil, graft and exploitation of the peasants, the country 
has never had any national character; has never cared about alleviat- 
ing the miseries of its illiterate, landless, starved peasants; has 
always had comic opera kings about whom swirled a succession 
of more or less scandalous events, 


GERMAN INFLUENCE Romania was on the side of the 
Allies in the first World War. In 


this one she went in with Germany. Germany had courted Romania 


. as part of her war plans. 


Romania is a great producer of grain. Germany bought it all. 
Romania hates Hungary and the army class exploits this hatred. 
After the first World War, in which Hungary guessed wrong, Ro- 
mania took Béssarabia from Russia and a huge slice of Hungary. 

There were three Fascist parties in Romania which naturally 
leaned toward the Nazi Fascists. 


Carol is half Hohenzollern. 


Germany, in her trade agreement, had Romania hopelessly in 
debt and utterly depéndent on Germany to maintain trade. 


So, Romania violated her pact with France and joined Hitler. 


BULLETIN A report yesterday said Romania was marching 
against Hungary. This was expected. 

It was fear of Hungary, coupled with the obviousness of Ger- 
many’s defeat, which caused this prostitute of nations to change 
allegiances. 

Centuries-old Hungary is an agrarian problem. It produces great 
quantities of wheat. It is owned by the feudal aristocracy. One- 
third of all the tilled land of Hungary is owned by a few hundred 
persons, less than 900. A sixth of the remaining land is owned 
by the gentry class. Almost 2,000,000 peasants are not allowed to 
own land and constitute, proportionately, the largest landless group 
in the world. | 

Hungary, like Austria, was greatly reduced by the treaty changes 
after the first World War. She lost almost 70 per cent of her share 
of the old Austro-Hungarian empire, and about 50 per cent of her 
population. 

These lost territories probably should never have been Hun- 
garian. They included many peoples—Serbs, Croats, Italians, Ruthen- 
ians, Slovenes. 

Hungary seized, after the Munich agreement, théir former teérri- 
tory in Ruthenia, and the Germans took, and gave back to them, 
their former Slovak territory. 

Romania reportedly has been holding meetings with Russia and 
the Russians, following their policy of letting the nations have their 
own governments so long as it is calgeony may let former King 
Carol come back home. It will be up to the Romanian politicians. 

Hungary is in a bad way because the Romanians want more 
territory, and the Russians assuredly are not friendly to the present 
setup in the old kingdom of the Hapsburgs. 

Russia assuredly will have the greatest influence on the con- 
tinent, especially in the territory of the two contending friends of 
the Germans. 

It is to be hoped that Russia will sweep away the corrupt ruling 
classes of both nations and let deceny, which is there, have a chance. 
A little revolution, in which the proper liquidation of the more 
corrupt parasites was done, would be very healthy for both Ro- 
mania and Hungary.

Dr. Benes Predicts 


German Harikari 


Dr. Eduard Benes, president of the Czécho- 
Slovakian government in exile, has a reputation 
for undrstanding of the German national psy- 

| — chology. He has, in the past, been quite notable 
for the accuracy of his predictions on trends inside Germany. 


Now he makes a forecast on the future of the war and the course 
which Germany will follow as she goes down in defeat which 
indicates a long and costly struggle for the Allied forces. 


Briefly, Dr. Benes believes that Hitler will never surrender and 
that he will maintain his control over the German people to the 
last, tragic end. This means, in Dr. Benes’ own words, “Hitler will 
drive the German nation to destruction. ... Fighting for every 

lace will be necessary even after the Allies invade Germany.” 
Pastner, he believes the German army will disintegrate into small 
units which will fight singly to the end, 


FEARFUL THING TO SEE Correspondent L. 8. B. Shapiro, 


representing the North Ameri- 
can Newspaper Alliance in France, in a recent story described the 
death throes of the German seventh army, as British, French, 
Canadian and British might cut it to pieces and, piece by piece, 
wipe it out. “The death rattle of an army,” he wrote, “is a strange 
and éérie thing.” 


How much stranger and more awful, if Benes is right, will be 
the death throes of a nation. 


Should Germany thus commit national harikari, it will add the 
final touch of horror to the yéars of fantastic lust and terror into 
which Germany plunged the world. It will be the final scene in a 
pageant of bestial ruthissness that should make the universe shud- 
der and the very angels in heaven cover their sickened eyes. 


It is, of course, impossible to conceive a punishment too severe 
for the German nation when the mind dwells on the torrents of 
innocént blood they have spilled in the name of racial hatred and 
vicious thirst for world conquest. 7 


If Germany thus destroys herself, immolates her people upon a 
pagan of human sacrifice, it will, in one sense, make easier the 
task of the Allied Nations to maintain the peace after this war is 
done. For the arch-criminal of the nations, the gangster people 
who led the Axis into disaster, will be so weakened it will take 
many generations, centuries of toil and denial and suffering, to 
rebuild their own nation. And, by that time, we can but hope that 
Germany will by then have evolved out of the barbarism of her 
dark militaristic ignorance and become, at long last, a nation fit to 
associate with the free and decent peoples of the earth. 


A GREATER PRICE Such a finale to the war in Europe will 


mean, inevitably, that we and our Allies 
must pay a greater price in lives of our fighting men than we had 
feared so far. For it will involve casualties on our side, as well as 
on the German, if we are compelled to séarch for and wipe out 
pockets of resistance all over the Reich. 


It will postpone the end of the war in Europe and, by thus 
keeping our armies and our fleets engaged, delay the ultimate smash- 
ing of Japan. 

Yet it is possible that this cost may, in the end, mean the saving 
of lives. For, if Germany thus commits national suicide and thus

? We have seen the results of the fanatic ordérs 
FORETASTE of Hitler to “fight to the end.” We saw them 
at Stalingrad. We saw them at Cassino. We have seen them at 
St. Malo in Brittany and are still witnessing them at Brest, at 
St. Nazaire and at Lorient. 

We are witnessing such fanatic reactions In western Normandy, 
as tens of thousands of Germans fight on, choosing death even 
when théy know they are caught in an unbreakable trap. 


Are these foretastes of what we shall witness as we fight our 
way across a Germany, still obedient to the suicidal course of the 
madman of Berchtesgarten? Will we, advancing from the west, 
and the Russians, advancing from the east, have to erase from life 
many German replicas of Stalingrad and Cassino and St. Malo? 

If the Germans are mad enough to follow such a course, there 
can be no choice of action for us. Their fate, as individuals and 
as a nation, will be on their own heads—we shall be but the in- 
strument of that fate.

On Paris 


Today it is difficult to recapture 
the feeling that gripped the world 
in June, 1940, when Paris fell, 
and with Paris, France. Men’s 

earts and minds were paralyzed. 

ven in America, months before 

this war had become our own, 
there was anguish, and a terrible 
fear that as far as continental 
Europe was concerned, western 
civilization had gone. 


Militarily, there was no con- 
tinental counter-balance. Russia 
stood aloof, neutral, mysterious. 
There were few who believed 
Britain could survive, or do more 
than hold out for a compromise 
peace. With the fall of Paris, 
America had become more iso- 
lated than in her entire history— 
a big island, covered only by a 
little island, rocking under siege. 

In a political sense it was the 
great break-through of Fascism, 
that seemed chosen by destiny to 
rule the world. In Paris a quick- 
eyed camera caught’ a picture of 
Adolf Hitler in a capering mincing 
dance of joy. 

From London the last steady 
voice in Europe promised his peo- 
ple no victory, but “sweat, blood 
and tears.” 

So overwhelming was the Ger- 
man force, so swift and disastrous 
the defeat, that it seemed like an 
act of nature and at the’ outset 
was accepted with a kind of fatal- 
ism, as something preordained, In 
that moment the Germans ap- 
peared, even to their victims, as 
supermen. As they marched 
through the city, tall, clean, su- 
perbly clothed, with the shining 
rivers of their strange, gleaming, 
irresistible machines, they awak- 
ened a reluctant 
From Vichy Petain’s wavering 
voice deepened the French feel- 
ing of inferiority. Perhaps it was 
the logical nature of things that 
the strong should win and rule. 


Nazi Mistake 


Thus a capricious woman, mas- 
teréd against hér will, may feel 
a certain dependency and security 
in the strength and desire of 
her master. There was something 
of that, for a brief moment, in 
France. Who knows? It might 
have lasted—if the master had 
not started to re-educate her! 
That is always the German mis- 
take. 

And ordinary men do not re- 
main supermen for four years. A 
parade is one thing; an occupa- 
tio is another. Parisians began to 
see Germans with their boots off. 
A successful occupation army 


jmust understand the country and 


the people whom it rules. The 
Germans could not understand 
Paris. When they ceased to be 
conquering tourists they were 
homesick strangers. Bit by bit 
they became not only oppressive, 
but—ridiculous. 

In the latitude of the spirit it is 
farther from Berlin to Paris than 
from Berlin to Moscow or London. 

The spirit of Paris is wirey and 
tough; the German spirit heavy 
and brittle. Parisians are conven- 
tional but not disciplined; tolerant 
but exclusive; skeptical but not 
credulous; witty, not humorous; 
lucid, and never sentimental. 
Equilibrium 

Paris is the city of Pissarro, 
Seurrat, Utrillo, who convey its 
beauty in light and. vibrancy, a 
manner of seeing and ee 
that no German hes evér mastered, 
in art or in life. Despite that it 
was rebuilt by Napoleon. the Con- 
queror, it is not monumental but 
graceful. Nothing is overblown; 
everything is in moderation. 


Moderation is so unm-German that | 


the Germans make vices out of 
their bs virtues, committing, as 
George Bernard Shaw remarked 
back in 1901, hideous crimes but 
always and only in the name of 
duty. The Parisians care little for 
“order.” But they have equilib- 
rium. Nor is their laugh the belly- 
howl of farce, but the fine grin of 
comedy, In Paris the satyr is a 
satirist. 

Thus, years from now, when the 
sufferings of these four years are 
dimmed, I am eure it will be no 
French tragedienne who will im- 
mortalize the four years of Ger- 
man occupation, but a new Mo- 
liere, making of it a high comedy 
—the kind of comedy that de- 
stroys, forever, with irony. 

The crumbling of the German 
prestige began with the Parisians 
long before their armies began to 
disintegrate. Paris continued to 
belong to the Parisians. The Ger- 
mans were everywhere and every- 
where on the outside. They want- 
ed to be liked. They strutted their 
stuff. They wooed thé already con- 
quered. When that happens, how- 
ever, a man is lost. Rejected, the 
Germans resumed the masterly 
role and shot those who repulsed 
them. But nothing is more ridic- 
ulous than a superman, wavering 
between presenting bouquets and 
battering down the door. 

The Germans in Paris have suf- 
fered far more than a military de- 
feat. They have suffered a psy- 
chological defeat, which in the 
long run will trouble and confuse 
them more. Not defeat even will 
do most to break the German 
spirit, but defeat coming atop 
years of unchallenged victory— 
and victory that proved pure il- 
lusion.

PRINCETON, N. J.—A substan- 
tial majority of business and pro- 
fessional people throughout the 
country favor the ‘election of 
Thomas E. Dewey, but the amount 
of anti-Roosevelt sentiment in 
these two groups is not as large to- 
day as it was in the 1940 election. 

In other words, in spite of the 
fourth term issue, Roosevelt has 
greater support among business 
and professional voters now than 
he had four years ago.

These point to 
a total of 43,000,000 persons quali- 
fied to vote in November, com- 
pared with the 49,548,221 who 
voted four years ago.

No Waistline, 
No Figure

When the extra’ calories home- 
stead at the waistline, other curves 
are crowded out. Streamlines are 
lost. The collection of calories’ on 
the waist makes the short stocky 
girl look shorter and wider, the 
large framed girl—who can carry 
her top weight well—looks heavy 
set, and it makes @ botch of the 
normal weight’s figure. Moreover, 
it adds years to any figure. 

If wishes were exercises, there 
wouldn’t be any waistline bulk. 
That’s how ve ai small 
amount of daily exercise can be. 
But the whittling down can be a 
fast process if the exercise is di- 
rectly on the line. When the mus- 
cles at the sides of the waist have 
lost tone, it take a side-bend like 
this exercise: 

Position: Stand in doorway with 
one side pressed against the door 
frame and with hands gripping 
the frame above head and at 
shoulder height. Keep feet to- 
gether. 

Movement: Pull up with the 
lower abdominal muscles and hold 
hips tucked under. Slowly pull 
away from the door frame and 
bend to other side. Keep it up un- 
til a strong pull is felt along the 
waistline muscles. Come back to 
position and repeat three times. 
Change side and bend to other 
side. Later the exercise can be re- 
peated a dozen times on each side 
with a pause for relaxing between 
each six. 

With the loss of tone in the 
waistline goes flabbiness through 
the abdominal girdle. To put the 
snap back into the bias muscles 
and bring the waistline to terms, 
do this one: | 

Position: Lying on back on floor 
with head resting on folded arms, 
knees flexed, feet together. 

Movement: Keep knees together 
and feet on floor and twisting 
slowly and strongly at the waist, 
lower thighs to floor on one side, 
then on the other. This exercise is 
not difficult and can be continued 
for 10 counts, later on 25. It is not 
a good exercise, however, for any- 
one who has any trouble with the 
lower back. In such cases most 
twisting exercises should be avoid- 
ed. Stretching does the trick and 
is not harmful.

CHANGE COOKING METHOD FOR TODAY'S BEEF 


Much of the beef coming to market today is not what it used to be. Due to 
war conditions, many cattle are being marketed direct from the grass range 
without stopping to be corn-fattened in feed lots as is usually the case. When 
you buy this kind of beef, you will miss the marbling of fat throughout the 
lean and the smooth outside covering of fat which is so characteristic of well - 
finished beef. Instead of having a firm, fine grain, the lean is likely to be coarse 
and much less tender. Even the choice cuts of beef of this quality will need to 
be braised fetes Kae moist heat) if you want them to be tender.

Here’s how to braise beef: 

Wipe meat with clean, damp cloth, 
season well by with salt and 
pepper. Heat 2 tbsp. bacon. drippings 
or lard in a heavy iron or aluminum 
kettle or roaster with a tight fitting 
cover, and brown the meat well on all 
sides. Spread top side (cut surface) with 
a thin layer of Wilson’s B-V to add a

The fat which is marbled through the 
muscle of prime quality beef makes the 
meat more juicy when cooked and also 
more tender. This fat marbling which is 
so desirable is not present in grass-fed 
cattle. To make up for this, spread 
suet over the top of the meat as noted 
above. In case of a chunky piece of meat, 
the dealer might lard it if time permits 
—that is, insert many thin strips of suet 
or pork fat through the meat with a 
larding needle. As the meat heats, the 
fat melts, making the meat juicy. 


juicy. Add 34.cup hot water, cover 


’ tightly and simmer over a low flame or 


put in a slow even, 300° F., and cook 
until meat is tender—4 to 5 hours for a 
3 to 5 Ib. roast. More hot water may 
need to be added in small amounts from 
time to time as liquid evaporates.. Turn 
meat when cooking period is half through 
and spread B-V on the other side too, 
transferring the suet to this side also. 
Just before serving, remove meat from 
pan, skim off excess fat, add water and 
thicken with flour to make gravy.

A thick piece of 
grass-fed meat requires about 4 to 5 
hours for a 3 to 5 lb. roast;al4to2\% 
inch steak should be tender in 2% to 
3% hours, while 1% to 2 hours are 
sufficient for a % inch steak.

Soups, to most meal-planners, | 
belong in the jolly company of 
bright woolen sweaters, scarfs 
and mittens and keen frosty air. 
And truly there is nothing more / 
comforting and _ heart-warming 
than to come indoors from cold 
dampness to a steaming and frag- 
rant bowl of hearty soup. There 
is no quicker way to inner and 
outer warmth. But soup is a 
year-round dish; it should not be 
entirely neglected even in mid- 
summer. For there are soups suit- 
able even for the -hottest day. 
The jellied soups, clear hot con- 
sommes, many of the cream soup 
and lighter vegetable soups and 
chowders make good summer serv: 
ice. If the main course of a meal 
is cold meat or a salad, a hot soup 
furnishes the right start. We can 
leave the rich meat and bean soups 
for fall and winter months; but 
digestion is better if one dish 
in each meal is a hot one even 
in sultry weather.

Head To Fight 


Muscogee Suit 


Gov. Arnall has directed Atty. 
Gen. T, Grady Mead to defend the 
Muscogee county Democratic ex- 
ecutive committee in a court suit 
filed by Negroes attacking Geor- 
gia’s Democratic primary rules. 

A group of Columbus Negroes 
have filed suit in federal court 


seeking to force the state Demo- 
cratic party to permit Negroes to 
vote in the white primary. The 
group contends the party is vio- 
lating the recent United States Su- 
preme Court decision on the Texas 
primary law. 

Declaring party procedures in 
Texas and Georgia are different 
and that Georgia is not bound by 
the decision on the Texas case, 
Gov. Arnall instructed the attor- 
ney general to “take all necessary 
and proper steps to uphold the 
rules and regulations of the Demo- 
cratic party relating to primary 
regulations in this state.” 

Arnall’s letter to Head stated; 

“It is my belief that the holding 
in the so-called Texas primary 
election case is not applicable to 
pmary elections in the state of 

eorgia because in Georgia the 
Democratic white primary is not 
specifically provided for by law 
nor are all the qualifications of 
voters determined by constitu- 
tional provision or _ statutory law. 
Under Georgia procedure, as I un- 
derstand it, the party convention 
and committee promulgate the 
rules and regulations appertaining 
to the Democratic white primary 
and the the qualifications provided 
for participants in the primary are 
to a great extent controlled by the 
party itself. 

“The matter at issue in the Mus- 
cogee county suit is of great im- 
port and importance to the people 
of Georgia. Accordingly, I am di- 
recting you and the State Depart- 
ment of Law to offer your assist- 
ance to the Muscogee 
Democratic executive committee, 
defendants in the said action, and 
you are directed to take all neces- 
sary and proper steps to uphold 
the rules and regulations of the 
Democratic party relating to pri- 
mary regulations in this state.”

NEW BOOK NEWS

*‘*MacArthur and the War 
Against Japan” (Scribner’s) by 
Frazier Hunt.—A famous corre- 
spondent tells the inspiring story 
of how a man of stout heart and 
great purpose stood up against 
defeat, discouragement, and actual 
abandonment—and in the end 
won incredible victories. 

“Chiang Kai-shek (Doubleday, 
Doran) by H. H, Chang.—A biog- 
raphy of “Asia’s man of destiny” 
by one of China’s distinguished 


»' men of letters. The author was 


educated in this country at Johns 
Hopkins and Harvard, has taught 
in leading Chinese universities, 
founded and edited China Critic 
(a widely read weekly), has been 
a diplomat, and is a personal 
friend of Generalissimo and Mme. 
Chiang Kai-shek.

Some months ago when Walter 
Lippmann’s “U. S, Foreign Policy” 
was about to be published, Wil- 
liam Allen White, who had seen 
advance proofs, telephoned Mr. 
Lippmann and suggested an addi- 
tional chapter which would show 
“how the wartime alliance of the 
four great powers could become 
the means to a good and lasting 
peace.” For various reasons, Mr. 
Lippmann was unable to prepare 
the chapter then, but he has since 
developed the idea into a com- 
plete book. “U. S. War Aims” (Lit- 
tle, Brown), he says, “is ... the 
chapter which Mr. White asked 
for, and I have dedicated it to 
his memory.” 

Mr. Lippmann’s new book is in- 
tended, he says, “to be a report 
which begins with why we are at 
war and goes on to show how the 
way we have waged the war has 
shaped the peace that we must 
conserve and perfect. When we 
know why in truth we are fight- 
ing, how in fact we have fought, 
what in reality we have won, we 
shall know how to define our war 
aims.” 

There are many wise and pro- 
vocative suggestions in this little 
book, but two in particular stand 
out. The first is that we are al- 
ready making the peace, even as 
we fight. “The peace will not be 
made after the fighting stops,” Mr. 
Lippmann writes. “It is being 
made, and, in great substance, it 
is already made. The only peace 
we can have is this one, the one 
now being wrought by waging the 
war, and we are presumptuous if 
we think that we can ignore this 
peace and make a different one.” 


Mr. Lippmann’s second sugges- 
tion—and this is the high point of 
the book which is developed at 
some length—is that our future se- 
curity and peace depend on a 
sound grouping of various nations 
—what he calls the Atlantic com- 
munity, the Russian orbit, the Chi- 
nese orbit, and Indian and Moslem } 
communities. “The argument de-| 
veloped in this book,” he says, “‘is 
that we should reverse the Wil- 
sonian principles; that we should 
seek to conserve the existing po- 
litical states, rather than to dis- 
member them on the ground of 
self-determination, and that we 
should approve, not forbid, should 
perfect’ and not dissolve, the re- 
gional grouping of national states. 
The true constituents of the uni- 
versal society would not then be 
73 political molecules, likely to 
split up into no one knows how 
many atoms; the universal so- 
ciety would be the association of 
the great communities of man- 
kind.” 

Lippmann is well prepared to 
write such a scholarly and prac- 
tical treatise as “U. S. War Aims.” 
A graduate of Harvard, he serv- 
ed as an assistant to Secretary of 
War Newton D. Baker during 
World War I, went to the Peace 
Conference with President Wilson 
and Colonel House, was-editor of 
the New York World, and has 
written many articles and books

Jury’s Interest 


G. Allen Maddox, head of the 
Fulton county adult probation of- 
fice, commented that the grand 
jury’s interest\ in the probation 
office and work was “fine because 
it will promote the public’s inter- 
est in the probation work.”
